youths to become soldiers at the age

The bill would also set up a uni­ 
versal military service and train­ 
ing <UMST» program It would re­ 
quire almost every youth to serve 
in the armed forces, first on full­ 
time active duty and then, for a 
period of years, as a member of a 
National Guard or reserve organiza­ 
tion. 
Leadcff witness at hearings ex­ 
pected to last several weeks will be 
Secretary’ of Defense Oeorge C. Mar­ 
shall. He lias already told a Senate 
armed services subcommittee the 
draft age should be dropped from 
19 to 18 and service stretched from 
21 to 27 months to prepare the na­ 
tion few* attack "at the speed of 
sound . . . or delayed for a lifetime."
